conveyor belts and a fleet of scows w ere put to work, and I 
Denny H ill began to crum ble. 
B y next tall this particular m ountain w ill be m» m o re. Ue , 
duced to mud and stones, it w ill be distributed all over the 
bottom of Puget Sound.
